Although the article of Group I recites forming a metallic glass laminate by thermal 
spraying a coating layer of metallic glass, since the claims are drawn to an article they 
do are not necessarily required to be formed by the recited method of Group II and may 
be formed by any alternative method instead. For example, the claimed metallic glass 
laminate could be formed by an alternate and materially different method such as 
applying metallic glass material on the surface of a substrate and treating the thus 
applied material so as to form the amorphous glass metallic phase layer as claimed.
